It is my understanding that,, in 1973, WFAA-TV in Dallas donated to your 
library archives all their audio and video tapes, and films, concerning the 
events of November 22, 1963 in connection with the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, 

I am doing research for a book or series of articles on this subject and 
these materials could prove to be a. valuable resource. Much of this material 
(especially the film) has never been analyzed seriously to see what information it 
might provide for the historical record. 

Is it possible to obtain copies of films? Of particular interest is a film 
taken by WFAA cameraman Malcolm Couch in Dealey Plaza immediately after the shots 
were fired. This film segment is approximately one to two minutes long. It 
begins as the open car in which Couch was riding approached the Texas School Book 
Depository and continues until Couch stopped filming and left the area. 

Because of the distance involved, it would be. rather difficult for me to 
arrange to visit the LRJ Library in order to view this and other films, although 
it would be highly desirable. 

I would of course be willing to pay reasonable expenses for having a copy 
of the film made and sent to me, and would also appreciate knowing what re- 
strictions if any might apply to publication of individual frames from the WFAA 
films. Could you please send me further information on these questions 
(i.e., how much would a copy cost, and whether there is any restriction on 
publication of individual frames)?
